Residents Honor Marion's 'Fairy Godmother'

While Elizabeth Pitcher Taber rests in peace in an 
Acushnet cemetery, her beloved town of Marion is alive 
and thriving with culture and prosperity 127 years after 
her death, thanks to the generosity she bestowed upon a 
town that to this day remains a beneficiary of a legacy left 
by a remarkable woman. 

There is a resurgence of appreciation and 
celebration of Taber in Marion these days with the 
125 th birthday of the Marion Music Hall approaching. 
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Members of the Music Hall Advisory Committee and Gala 
Committee have been busy preparing to celebrate Taber in 
a multitude of ways, with the committee's eyes set on the 
weekend of October 2 through 4 planned as the "Elizabeth 
Taber Gala Weekend." 

On September 9, several members of the Marion 
community gathered at the Acushnet Cemetery beneath 
a breezy bright blue sky to pay tribute to the lady and lay 
a wreath of yellow flowers upon her grave. Taber, then 
known as Betsy Pitcher, born on August 22, 1791 and died 
October 5, 1888, grew up in Marion and taught at a school 
in town until she married Stephen Taber in 1822 and 
moved to Acushnet. 

When she was widowed in 1862, also after having 
lost all three of her children before the age of five, Taber 
returned to Marion to help bring the town back into the 
light after the darker days after the Civil War. With a 
fortune she amassed through shrewd investments in the 
railroad and in mill stocks, she built the Taber Library and 
established the Natural History Museum that still resides 
on the second floor of the building. Included were an 
endowment of $15,000, a $4,000 life insurance policy, and 
$6,000 for the museum. 

She then built Tabor Academy at the current Town 
House building, named after Mount Tabor in Palestine, 
and then Union Hall on South Street where the Fellowship 
Hall of Saint Gabriel's now stands. Tabor Hall, Taber's 
fourth building she gifted to the town, was where the 
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current Sippican School is now located. She later built 
the Congregational Chapel before her final building was 
built, the one that is the focus of celebration next month, 
the soon-to-be 125 year old Marion Music Hall. As Marion 
Selectman Jonathan Henry put it, 'Taber is to Marion as 
Henry Huttleston Rogers is to Fairhaven." 

Henry read aloud a proclamation at the 
gravesite of Taber, reminding attendees that since an 
early age, Taber believed "education must be the root 
of all endeavors." Henry said he and his brothers were 
beneficiaries of Taber's endowment to fund the education 
of Marion students at Tabor Academy. 

"We still remember her . . . and we give thanks 
today because after many, many years we are enjoying the 
fruits of her labors," said Reverend Sheila Rubdi of the 
Marion First Congregational Church during her opening 
prayer, reminding those present that we should all follow 
Taber's example of her "spirit of giving." 

Before departing, guests sang together the Tabor 
Academy Alma Mater, singing, 

"Hail, Hear Old Tabor, noble and strong/ To thee with loyal 
hearts we raise our song/ Swelling to heaven, loud our praises 
ring/ Hail, Dear Old Tabor, to thee we sing. " 

In celebration of the Music Hall's 125 th birthday, 
the Marion Music Hall Advisory Committee and Gala 
Committee will present a musical show titled "Our Fair 
Lady" on October 2-3 at 7:30 pm and October 4 at 2:00 pm 
at the Music Hall. Tickets are $20 and can be purchased at 
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the Marion Town House. 


Town Hopes for Wastewater Grant

The Town of Marion is hoping to secure a 
$200,000 grant from the Buzzards Bay National Estuary 
Program, and on September 15 during a special afternoon 
meeting, they signed the pre-proposal submittal with 
Buzzards Bay Coalition representative Rachel Jakuba 
present to assist in the application process. 

The BBC contacted the Town of Marion and 
alerted them to the grant opportunity in light of the 
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difficulties the town faces securing its National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination Systems (NPDES) permit from the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection. 
The town faces possibly tens of millions of dollars in 
costs should it be forced to eliminate the usage of its 
three wastewater treatment lagoons and upgrade the 
wastewater treatment facility. 

"We need to act expeditiously," said Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson to selectmen. The pre- 
proposal was due that afternoon by 4:00 pm and, as far 
as Dawson was concerned, this grant was an opportunity 
to essentially receive funding for an endeavor the town 
would otherwise already have to undertake. 

The town's proposed project for the grant, 
titled "Aucoot Cove Partnership to Reduce Nitrogen 
from Septic Systems," would expand municipal sewer 
services to approximately 151 homes in the Indian 
Cove neighborhood in Marion and the Harbor Beach 
neighborhood of Mattapoisett, which could potentially 
reduce nitrogen levels in Aucoot Cove and its sub- 
embayment, Hiller Cove, by 4,700 pounds of nitrogen per 
year. 

This grant would fund the initial feasibility study 
of the sewer service expansion. 

The town is partnering with the Town of 
Mattapoisett and the BBC, which will contribute $10,000 
towards the feasibility study, and those residences 
in Harbor Beach could eventually be able to tie in to 
Marion's expanded municipal sewer services. 

Nitrogen pollution from cesspools and septic 
systems in these two neighborhoods discharges roughly 
5,307 pounds of nitrogen per year, and is one of the 
significant reasons why Aucoot Cove is listed as a 
Category 5 water on the Final Massachusetts Year 2012 
Integrated List of Waters (the "303d" list) as Nutrient 
Impaired. Expanding the sewer system would reduce the 
neighborhoods' output of nitrogen by 90 percent. 

As part of acceptance of the grant, the Town of 
Marion would have to contribute $50,000 to the project, 
with the project funding totaling $260,000 from the three 
sources. An article requesting the $50,000 funding will 
appear on the Fall Special Town Meeting warrant. 
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Dawson said the Town's attempt to secure the 
grant to reduce nitrogen levels in Aucoot Cove might 
reflect positively on the DEP as it considers the fate of 
Marion's NPDES permit. 

"It could be helpful to us and our discussions 
with us and the DEP and the NPDES permit," said 
Dawson. "It would look favorably on the town . . . but 
there's no guarantees of that." 

Nonetheless, the town would indeed benefit in at 
least one way, said Dawson. 

"This is an important step in regional 
cooperation," said Dawson. "...Everything that could 
possibly be done to take nitrogen sources out . . . should be 
done." 

"We would be the lead town in this action . . . and 
[Mattapoisett] would tie in to us and pay the fees," said 
Selectman Jonathan Henry. "I consider the offer to broker 
this deal ... a very important step in that direction. ... This 
is a very good example of inter-municipal cooperation." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 
22 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town House. 


Rochester to Seek Updated Website

It is no secret that the Town of Rochester website 
is a bit outdated when it comes to user-friendliness 
and accessibility of up-to-date information. Even some 
applicants for special permits and variances with the ZBA 
have received incorrect information from the website, said 
ZBA member Kirby Gilmore, which affects the efficiency 
of the application process. 

But with a special fall town meeting in the sights 
of Town Hall administration, hopefully that will soon 
change with an article to request the funding to renovate 
the website and make anything from looking up meetings 
and events on calendars to checking local bylaws, even 
paying tax bills online, a reality for Rochester residents. 

Town Administrator Michael McCue told the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen on September 14 that he 
intends to prepare an article requesting $7,000 to upgrade 
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to the Virtual Town Hall model that surrounding towns, 
including Marion and Mattapoisett, currently use. 

The topic had been one for discussion in the 
recent past, with selectmen wondering if anyone at Town 
Hall could possibly make occasional updates to the 
website, which McCue now determined is unfeasible. 

"As it turns out, the website is actually, oddly 
enough, written in HTML," said McCue. "It is not 
necessarily a user-friendly program." 

If upgraded to the Virtual Town Hall, McCue 
said he could manage the website, as well as the new 
administrative assistant. 

"Any iPhone that we wanted to authorize could 
run it," said McCue. "It's pretty much plug and play." 

Currently the Town spends $250 per month 
for the current website service, with hourly rates for 
website updates and changes. McCue said, because of 
this, it is harder to make updated postings, which is 
predominantly why the Town does not. 

"I think it would bring the town into the 21 st 
century," said McCue. 

McCue said the Town might also seek to add 
an article that would change the annual town meeting 
quorum of 100 back to 75, after the last annual town 
meeting took place without a quorum, unbeknownst to 
the town moderator or town clerk. 

Also during the meeting. Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Richard Nunes, along with appointing

Landscaper Taking Public Water for Profit 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On September 14, Mattapoisett Conservation 
Agent Elizabeth Leidhold brought before the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission a letter received from a local 
advisory group. That advisory group is the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Water Supply Protection Advisory 
Committee, a watchdog group with their eyes on the 
public water supply, protecting and enhancing this vital 
resource for the towns of Marion, Mattapoisett, Fairhaven, 
and Rochester. 

Comprised of town employees whose 
backgrounds include engineering, environmental 
protection, public water supplies, and similar expertise, 
group members are appointed by selectmen, water/ sewer 
or public works management. There are such familiar 
names as Barry Denham, Nick Nicholson, Jeff Osuch, 
Laurell Farinon, and Naida Parker to name a few. 

Their concern, as noted in the letter that Leidhold 
asked ConCom to review, regards a Mattapoisett 
landscaping business's alleged practice of taking water 
from public sources without a permit or any type of 
permission. Yard Boss had been told by the Town of 
Rochester to desist taking water from Snipatuit Pond. 
Now, Mattapoisett was experiencing that activity. 

Leidhold said Yard Boss was using the water for 
their hydro-seeding service. She said there were concerns 
that backwash from their trucks and other equipment 
might be contaminating the fresh water drinking supply. 

Leidhold also said the advisory committee has 
plans to submit articles for upcoming town meeting

warrants for new bylaws that would further protect the 
public water supply What the group wanted from the 
commissioners was their action in stopping the alleged 
offender. 

"I don't know if this is in our preview," said 
commission member Peter Newton. "I think this is a DEP 
or Army Corps issue." 

Chairman Bob Rogers said, "I'm in favor of 
telling them to stop because they are not permitted to do 
so anywhere in town." He added, though, that ConCom 
lacks the authority to issue fines should the landscaping 
company be caught in the act. 

Newton said he would make some calls and do 
some research and added, "This is going to be a tricky 
one." 

The agenda also included a request by 
Ted Gowdy of AERIE Homes, part of the Bay Club 
development. Gowdy requested two certificates of 
compliance, receiving one and the other requiring signage 
denoting a no-touch zone before the COC could be issued. 

Gowdy also asked the commission to consider 
the clear cutting needed for the completion of the Split 
Rock development without the use of erosion screening 
to help minimize labor costs. He suggested instead that 
delineation flags would suffice in keeping the logging 
operation out of the wetlands. 

Rogers said that he believed erosion controls were 
necessary and further pointed out that the commission

had been working with Gowdy on many matters, yet 
Gowdy had not yet completed a replication area that was 
needed before further work could take place. 

"I want that replication done," Rogers said. "No 
good can come from taking short cuts on the limits of 
work. This project has been allowed to go right up to the 
wetlands lines," he declared. Gowdy agreed to complete 
the replication area and install erosion control fencing 
before allowing the cutting of trees for the completion of 
the Split Rock neighborhood. 

Seabreeze Lane was again on the agenda with 
resident Joseph Anzaldi returning with updated plans 
for remediating wetlands that had been encroached at his 
3 Seabreeze Lane home. Anzaldi was given a one-year 
extension of previously issued orders of conditions. 

It was a different story for 4 Seabreeze Lane. 
Homeowners Daniel and Lisa Craig had also encroached 
into wetlands but on an enormous scale, approximately 
21,000 square feet. They had met previously with the 
Conservation Commission but were unable to reach a 
compromise in the amount and manner of remediation 
they would have to provide. The commission wrote an 
enforcement order with the assistance of Town Counsel 
Brian Winter that will be sent to the Craigs. On this 
night, they fine-tuned the final language that includes 
a reference to allowing the reinstatement of a deeded 
community easement through the Craig property for 
residents' access from Eel Pond.

My dog had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 

He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in 
the stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. 
What can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis and then 
treating the problem appropriately. First, have your veterinarian 
examine a stool specimen to check for internal parasites. Stop feed- 
ing your dog table scraps. If no parasites are found and stopping the 
table scraps does not resolve the problem, try gradually changing 
the diet.

them instead to the Zoning Board of Appeals to apply for 
a Special Permit. The Reynoldses proposed a garage in 
excess of 1,000 square feet. 

When they came before the ZB A, though, the 
members were unsure if the old plans from G.A.F. 
Engineering that showed only the septic and building 
foundation placement were sufficient. 

Board member Kirby Gilmore started the 
nearly 45-minute debate with, "The plan you have 
submitted is not sufficient for what we need." Thus 
began a convoluted conversation on whether or not the 
application the Reynoldses submitted was the latest 
version of the form or an obsolete document, whether 
the board could act on the application as presented, if the 
hearing should be continued so the applicants could get a 
new engineered plan drawn showing the placement of the 
garage, and if there were procedural conflicts. 

For his part, Bryan Reynolds said he was unaware 
and had not been informed that he needed to spend 
nearly $5,000 to get a plan of record drawn up and had 
been told, so he thought, that the plot plan submitted 
would be sufficient. This prompted Buckles, who was in 
attendance to say, "I'm sure I mentioned it." 

But not wanting to create a financial hardship for 
the applicant, the board members weighed the pros and 
cons of how and if they could and should proceed on the 
application then and there. 

"It is very important that they follow procedures 
we've done with other applicants," said Vice-Chairman 
David Arancio. Gilmore suggested the applicant request 
a continuance and return before the board, but time was 
of the essence - Reynolds wishes to get the structure 
completed before winter sets in. 

Upon further discussion, and with Gilmore 
saying that the board's only concern would be the size of 
the building, not the location on the lot, the board forged 
ahead in an attempt to reach common ground. 

Finally, it was decided that the Reynoldses 
could have a Special Permit for the over-sized garage 
with conditions that no living space be included, no 
commercial activities would take place on the property, 
and that he return with as-built plans for the building

continuance pertaining to the unpermitted ball field and 
its setback-encroaching backstop and lighting which is 
still in use without a permit nearly three years after the 
very first public hearing. 

ZBA member Betsy Dunn took matters into her 
own hands when she sent an email to Town Counsel Jon 
Whitten asking how the board could proceed should 
it choose to deny any further continuances for the 
contentious matter that has seen an ever-changing ZBA 
during the 10 times since December 2012 the board has 
granted a continuance. 

In her letter to Whitten, Dunn stated, "I think this 
is ridiculous to continue this any longer. If I cannot move 
to deny a further continuance, what can I do?"

Town will prevail," wrote Whitten. "Having said that, one 
never knows what a judge will decide, even with the law 
crystal clear." 

Whitten suggested the board "do nothing" as 
its best course of action at this time, and continue to 
grant continuances so any final decision by the ZBA will 
not end up in litigation. He wrote, "Or, as I proposed to 
Tabor's counsel three years ago, try and meet with the 
various town boards to see if a compromise could be 
worked out..." 

"They know that the backstop is not legal," said 
Dunn. "And we have been willing to work with the lights.

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Quirk might have cooperated a bit with the board in 
the past over the backstop, but Tabor's counsel Mark 
Bobrowski specifically has not been cooperative, Dunn 
said. "Because you know Mark," said Dunn. "Mark 
doesn't want to lose. It's not good for him." 

Other ZB A members shared Dunn's frustration, 
but were concerned as to how to proceed from there. 

"I don't disagree with you," said Chairman Eric 
Pierce. "I just want to do it the right way." 

The board arrives for a public hearing for Tabor, 
no one from Tabor shows up, and the board continues the 
hearing for a later date, as Dunn explained it. "And we sit 
here like monkeys and say 'aye.' This time, I thought it's 
time. Let's do something."

"If they're not working in good faith . . . then 
the courts could tell us what to say in the decision," 
said Pierce. "If we allow this variance, we're creating a 
nonconformity which we are specifically told not to do." 
Pierce pointed out that if the board does not take action 
on the matter, in the end, Tabor would win their request 
for a special permit by default. "But if a judge says 'thou 
shalt not do it'," said Pierce, "then it would be taken off 
our plate." 

As much as she wanted to, Dunn acknowledged 
that evening it would be unwise to make a motion to 
deny the continuance since it would force the board to 
close the public hearing and actually have to take action 
on the matter. 

"They (Tabor Academy) do whatever without 
building permits," said Dunn. "And that's not right. ... 
And I have ties to that school. I've paid them a lot of 
money. But what's right is right, and what's fair is fair." If 
Tabor has enough money to build new dorms, Dunn said, 
then they have enough to fix the backstop. 

Pierce said he will be prepared on how to act 
next time, and limited the next continuance for Tabor to a 
fortnight. "And that's it," said Pierce. "Period." 

"Their lack of presence at all these meetings 
speaks volumes," said ZB A newcomer Kate Mahoney. 

The board voted to continue the hearing until 
September 24. 

Also during the September 10 meeting, the board 
accepted the letter of withdrawal for a parking variance 
for Sippican Preservation, LLC for the 16 Cottage Street 
condominium project. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for September 24 at 7:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering returned to 
the Rochester Conservation Commission on September 
15 to discuss in greater detail this aspect and others of the 
massive agricultural project. 

The tailwater pond and associated bogs abut 
Long Pond that is contiguous to Snipatuit Pond, placing 
it within the jurisdiction of the commission. The scope 
of the project will require several meetings with the 
commission before they will be able to accept the project 
and provide construction conditions. 

On this night, the 23-acre tailwater pond's 
capability to retain and recycle bog water was discussed. 
Grady said, "The tailwater pond is a small project area, 
and we don't feel it will have any impact to Snipatuit or 
Long Pond or to Mattapoisett's River Valley." 

Grady said the total bog area will be decreased 
by 3.2 acres, which translates to decreased water 
consumption. He said this site has been consistently used 
for agricultural activities for nearly 100 years and a long 
history provides sufficient data on water consumption. 

That simple statement didn't quite sit well with 
several commission members as they probed Grady for 
more details on the volume of water the tailwater pond 
will hold and the manner in which it will interact with 
Long Pond. He said the tailwater pond would provide 
water conservation when completed and provided 
additional data. 

Commission member Laurene Gerrior asked 
about the dye test data in the multi-page narrative G.A.F. 
had written for the commission. She learned that the 
dye test is used to measure flow speed, especially when 
assessing the movement of chemicals through the bog 
system. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Protection 
Advisory committee had aired consistent concerns about 
the river valley's headwaters, Snipatuit and Long Ponds. 
With that in mind, she listed the items G.A.F. needed 
to provide for the next meeting on the project. Those 
items are: a document detailing best practices; water 
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management act permit; pulling back the grading on one 
corner of the site; linear footage of the tail water pond; and 
relative volume of the pond. 

Farinon also suggested a pre-construction 
meeting with all involved parties to ensure that all 
expectations are met saying, "Being more conservative 
from the start is better on projects like this." 

The commission approved a continuation until 
October 6. 

On a different note, Gerrior asked the other 
members if it was time to put out a call to the public for 
associate members. The commissioners agreed it was 
prudent to have people ready to step in and that being an 
associate member gave a person the opportunity to learn 
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the ropes and ease into full member status. Farinon said 
anyone interested in finding out more about becoming a 
commissioner should contact her directly. 

Farinon also announced an Open Space meeting 
scheduled for October 5 at 7:00 pm in the Rochester 
Memorial School at which time SRPEDD will give a 
presentation that will include the results of surveys sent 
in by residents. She urged the commissioners to attend 
the meeting. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation

Resident Seeks FEMA Map Amendment 

Marion Conservation Commission

In the multi-layered regulations written and 
managed by the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), there are ways to change a property's 
classification regarding whether or not it is considered 
part of a flood zone. Those processes are known as 
"Letter of Map Amendment" (LOMA), or "Letter of Map 
Revision - Based on Fill" (LOMR-F). A simple definition 
is that a location that FEMA has classified as being part 
of a flood zone may be reclassified if the elevation is 
changed by adding fill to bring the elevation higher. 

That is what engineer Rich Charon of Charon 
Associates proposed on behalf of his client. Dale Allison 
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of 359 Delano Road, during the September 9 meeting of 
the Marion Conservation Commission. 

Charon detailed the FEMA process to the 
commissioners, noting that the application for such 
reclassification was pending and that it would be 
helpful to his client if the commission approved 
Allison's application for a Request for Determination of 
Applicability when he filed the letter with FEMA. 

The commissioners, having never before been 
faced with this type of complex request, were both 
intrigued and flummoxed. 

Charon explained that Allison was intending to 
demolish an existing structure on the property and build 
a new home situated in a slightly different location, but 
only after 75 yards of fill were placed, thereby gaining a 
new elevation - one they hoped FEMA would favorably 
view as being out of the flood zone. 

It would be a multi-step process. Charon said the 
applicant would first ask FEMA for a conditional LOMA 
and then seek a final LOMR-F classification to put the new 
home's location out of the more costly flood zone. 

Having never before dealt with an application of 
this sort, the commission toiled long minutes trying to get 
the language correct for their ruling. In the end, ConCom 
member Steve Gonsalves wrote a Positive 3 determination 
of the RDA subject to the application receiving a FEMA 
LOMA /LOMR-F response and approval of a Special 
Permit by the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Also rendered during the meeting was a request 
by Steve Goodman, 8 Olde Meadow Road, for the removal 
of encroaching vegetation; a Negative 3 determination for 
the application of Chuong Pham, 22 Bass Point Road, for 
the addition of sono tubes; special conditions for a Notice 
of Intent were issued for the application by Moorings 
QPRT, 99-100 Mooring Road, for water main and utilities

Parties Still Split on 'Reasonable' Escrow Sum

Some tried, but members of the Marion Planning 
Board were unable to agree on a reasonable escrow 
amount for the decommissioning condition of a requested 
Special Permit for the Tucker Lane solar energy facility 
project. 

Chairman Rob Lane would not budge from his 
$75,000 number, forsaking the $50,000 estimate provided 
by the board's engineering consultant Jonathan Novak of 
Coneco Engineers & Scientists. 

Developer Clean Energy Collective's 
representative Greg Carey said his engineer's estimate 
was roughly $39,000, but, in the spirit of compromise, 
reluctantly offered an escrow account amount number of 
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"As painful as it is," said Carey, "we would be 
willing to do that." 

Lane was hopeful from the start that the board 
could close the public hearing that night of September 8 
and possibly render a decision rather than put the matter 
off for another two weeks until the next meeting, but 
it became apparently clear at one point that a number 
would not be reached that night. 

Members Norman Hills and Jennifer Francis 
both spoke out against a higher amount, questioning the 
reasoning behind it. 

"I don't think we should go overboard on the 
amount," said Francis. 

Lane said he initially thought $110,000 was 
a reasonable amount, according to some national 
comparisons he made, and the $75,000 was a compromise. 
He added that the requirement of a $75,000 bond would 
lessen the burden than a cash escrow sum. 

"Under $75,000 strikes me as putting myself 
in a position of not doing what is responsible for the 
community," said Lane. "And I'm not prepared to do 
that." 


Hills suggested Lane was comparing apples to 
oranges by looking outside the Massachusetts region for 
estimates on solar array decommissioning, pointing out 
that in Massachusetts, $40,000 to $50,000 was the average. 

"Just out of curiosity," Lane turned to Hills," what 


harm is there in having too much money?" 

Hills told Lane that, in cases pertaining to the 
Planning Board, it is the norm to rely on the advice of the 
hired consultants. 

Board member Rico Ferrari said he thought the 
$75,000 was not overkill, and board member Stephen 
Gonsalves commented that he also agreed with the sum. 
Hills continued to disagree. Things got heated. 

"You need to respect it (the $75,000 majority) and 
you need to respect us," said Gonsalves. Hills shook his 
head. 

Attorney for the developer Richard Serkey tried 
to address the board without interruption from Chairman 
Lane, and, save for a few interruptions from Lane, Serkey 
made his point that the board's number was unreasonable, 
but in vain. Lane became agitated and raised his voice 
at Serkey when Serkey argued that part of the delay in 
the process was because an alleged scheduled meeting 
between him. Lane, and Town Counsel Jon Whitten 
was canceled. Lane took offense and told Serkey he was 
mistaken and no meeting between the three gentlemen was 
ever arranged. 

Serkey said any delay in the process was not on his 
part, and he attempted to engage with Whitten to no avail. 

"It's like playing tennis," said Serkey. "You need to 
have somebody on the other side of the net to hit the ball 
back." 

Serkey, pointing to the condition where it states 
that the Planning Board has the sole discretion of deciding 
if the site was fully decommissioned to its satisfaction 
should abandonment ensue, suggested that the board add 
the word "reasonable" after "sole" and before "discretion." 
He said any attorney would not be doing their job if they 
did not allow for some input on behalf of the client in the 
language of the agreement. 

"Certainly you don't want to reserve the right to be 
unreasonable," said Serkey. "That wouldn't be reasonable." 

Gonsalves said, after serving nine years on 
the board, he was reelected four times because he was 
reasonable. Serkey suggested that if Gonsalves were 
reasonable, then he should have no problem adding the 
word "reasonable" to the language. 
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"It doesn't need to be in there," Gonsalves said 
elevating his voice. 

"OK..." said Serkey. 

"You're welcome," replied Gonsalves. 

Serkey continued, asserting that $75,000 in escrow 
was simply unreasonable. 

"Seventy-five thousand is more than can be 
logically justified," said Serkey. "We feel that you should 
listen to your own consultant. . ." 

Ferrari, not meaning to be combative as he put it, 
said, "But . . . Marion. The people of Marion . . . the board 
... do what they need to do in their process and their 
way.... From a Marion standpoint," Ferrari continued, 
"...maybe [we] do a little bit more diligence. Some towns 
just roll over dead to the developer. This town isn't. This 
board isn't." Ferrari called $75,000 "chump change" in 
the scope of the entire project and said he didn't have to 
justify the $75,000 sum to Serkey because, "All I have to 
say is it is what it is." 

The board's hired consultant, Novak, for the 
record, reiterated his $50,000 estimate, which would 
increase every seven years during review to $60,000 in 
2022, and $92,000 in 2029, including the value of scrap. At 
the request of Lane, who stated that he does not believe 
in the speculative nature of salvage, Novak removed the 
scrap value and gave the number $70,000 as an escrow 
amount. 

Moving on, the board began to browse through 
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the several pages of conditions before calling it quits for 
the night at the prompting of Ferrari, who said it was too 
late to begin reading the decision at that point. The board 
majority also had hoped board member Michael Popitz, 
absent that evening, could be present for the vote. 

The hearing was continued, and the board 
subsequently scheduled a special meeting later in the 
week for September 15, but canceled that meeting hours 
before its start. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for September 21 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 


Girls' Ice Hockey Coming to ORR 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional High School sports 
program will now offer girls' co-op ice hockey now 
that the Old Rochester Regional School Committee has 
granted ORR Athletic Director Bill Tilden's request he 
made the night of September 9. 

The team will be a cooperative with the Towns of 
Bourne, Mashpee, and Wareham, and when Tilden first 
polled female students, 32 showed an interest with eight 
of them already playing ice hockey Tilden said he had no 
other viable option to offer incoming eighth grade girls 
who are interested in playing ice hockey at ORR. 

"And it's a crime to say, 'hey, just jump on the 
boys' hockey team'," said Tilden, adding that the parents 
of only one of the eight girls currently playing sports 
would have actually allowed their daughter to join the 
boys' ice hockey team. 

Tilden said Bourne approached him because they 
were short on players and were looking for another school 
to join the co-op, and that was his reason for approaching 
the School Committee that night. 

"We want to give them the opportunity to keep 
on playing, instead of saying just jump on the boys' ice 
hockey team," Tilden said. 

ORR Principal Michael Devoll said ORR boys' ice 
hockey already participates as a co-op with Fairhaven and 
he supported the idea of starting a girls' ice hockey co-op. 
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"I get excited about this because for seven years 
I've been talking about attracting the best students to 
Old Rochester," said Devoll. Now that the committee 
approved the new sport, girls won't have to go elsewhere 
for the ice hockey experience, he added. 

In other matters, ORR teacher Megan Hall 
presented the committee with her idea to form an ORR 
chapter of the running group Dreamfar Marathon to be 
funded by the $1,200 Lighthouse Foundation grant she 
won this year. 

Dreamfar is Hall's intent to get at-risk and 
otherwise average students who have never run a race 
in their life to join the group to marathon train with the 
mindset that they can do it and will succeed. 

"It not only involves the school, but it also 
involves the community," said Hall. Over 30 different 
community members. Hall said, have volunteered to 
participate with the students, with support from the New 
Bedford YMCA. 

The grant will pay for the race fees. Hall said, and 
student runners would participate in a 5K in December, 
a 1 OK in January, the New Bedford Half-Marathon 
in March, followed by the big one - the Providence 
Marathon. 

"What an incredible concept," said Dr. Elise 
Frangos, assistant superintendent. 

Devoll, who will be running the marathon with 
the students, added that the program is not particularly 
geared towards current runners or members of the soccer 
team. He said he wants to see students who otherwise 
would not ever think they could run a marathon to join - 
the student who says, "Wow, I can't believe I was able to 
do that," as Devoll put it.

School Committee is scheduled for October 14 at 6:00 pm 
at the ORR Junior High media room.

Remembering Elizabeth Pitcher Taber (1791-1888) 

How did the small seaside town of Marion attract 
the attention of this remarkable philanthropist, educator, 
and visionary long ago in the 1870s and 1880s so that she 
virtually built it into the community it still is today? 

First, let's go back to the beginning of the story.

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She was born in Marion in 1791 on a small lane between 
Main and South Streets. She was the daughter of 
Theophilus Pitcher, a successful merchant, along with five 
brothers and one sister. From the start, she hungered for 
an education, attending every small schoolhouse in the 
village. Then she taught in the town school and founded 
her own private school. 

In 1824, she married Stephen Taber, a New 
Bedford clock maker, and they had three children all of 
whom died before the age of five. Several years later, after 
amassing a fortune in mill stocks and railroad bonds, she 
decided to return to the town she loved. A very wealthy 
widow, she came back to Marion in 1870 determined 
to do everything she could to make the village more 
attractive and life more pleasant. 

She started with a new library and Natural 
History Museum. Then, she established a plan to offer 
high school level education for the boys and girls of 
Marion, founding Tabor Academy in 1876 in what is now 
the Town House. 

Her generosity knew no bounds! She built Union 
Hall and the Congregational Chapel for a Sunday School 
and for women to ply their crafts; she left endowment 
funds to these places so that they would remain well- 
maintained. She donated $5,000 to Evergreen Cemetery 
and $20,000 to the Lower Village 'Tor the embellishment 
of my native place." And finally, she built the Music 
Hall in 1892, the hub of the town's cultural, musical and

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Alien

The Man Who Fell to Earth (1976). Starring David Bowie 
and Candy Clark. Directed by Nicolas Roeg. Running 
time: 138 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

For some reason. The Man Who Fell to Earth feels 
like a Pink Floyd album to me, even though Floyd had 
nothing to do with the film. It's oblique, morose, spacey, 
a little po-faced about dramatic themes and subtexts that 
strike high-school students as particularly profound. It's 
essentially Dark Side of the Moon 2: The American Dream. 
David Bowie, by his own admission nuked out of his skull 
on ten grams of cocaine a day, is a fragile alien who takes 
the Earth name Thomas Jerome Newton. He, or his ship 
(it's not really clear which), lands in New Mexico, and he 
promptly sets about getting filthy rich with electronic pat- 
ents. (Perhaps meaningfully, he doesn't develop anything 
major to help Earthlings — just better quality cameras and 
recorded music: leisure gadgets.) His mission is to amass 
enough wealth to build a spacecraft and return home to 
his dying, drought-ridden planet with enough water to 
save his people. 

Things don't work out that way, and a 
great deal of Man Who Fell is devoted to why they don't 
work out. After the first scenes, which feel absurdly 
telescoped in time (Newton goes from pawn shop to 
pawn shop selling gold rings, and then he's shopping his 
patents around), the movie slows way down. It becomes 
mesmeric in a way, not to mention repetitive, with not one 
but two sequences in which chemistry professor Dr. Na- 
than Bryce (Rip Torn) gets it on with a student. One tryst 
might have been enough, but then we realize that director 
Nicolas Roeg and scripter Paul Mayersberg (adapting a 
Walter Tevis novel) are contrasting Bryce's sexual behav- 
ior with that of Newton, who meets and becomes enam- 
ored with hotel maid Mary-Lou (Candy Clark). We might 
also throw in Newton's lawyer Farnsworth (Buck Henry), 
whose homosexuality is handled so matter-of-factly we 
may have to remind ourselves the film was released in 
1976. 

But then Roeg and Mayersberg are both British. 
For a while, based on this movie and Don't Look Now \ 

Roeg had a glowing international reputation for a truly 
adult erotic sensibility. The frequent sex in this film is 
explicit, joyous, desolate, satirical, but never American, 


never inflected with that 
peculiar Puritan sense of guilt 
and sin. People have sex in 
the movie because they're of 
age and they want to. It hap- 
pens often enough (though 
never between Farnsworth 
and his lover, significantly) that one might begin to read 
Man Who Fell as an allegory about American sexual mores 
and how the government seeks to punish sex. It's about 
roughly fifty other things too, of course. As Pauline Kael 
pointed out, the film is hazy and amorphous enough to be 
about whatever you want it to. Christ allegory? Sure. An 
"alien" (British) view of "Earth" (America)? Why not. 

The movie is bleakly gorgeous, with a grow- 
ing sense of ennui, but not a lot of urgency to Newton's 
mission. We have no idea how much time is passing, and 
besides, Newton gets sidetracked with twin addictions 
to alcohol and television. He sits around drinking and 
watching the tube (in some scenes multiple TVs) while 
his chance to make a difference passes him by. That's the 
American dream whose native hue of resolution, to para- 
phrase Hamlet, is sicklied o'er with the pale cast of CBS 
and Beefeater. Cinematographer Anthony B. Richmond 
(who has fallen from the pinnacle of this and Don't Look 
Now to the depths of Alvin and the Chipmunks: The Squeak- 
quel) lights the New Mexico desert and cottage lakes for 
mysterious beauty, and makes Newton's interior lodgings 
appropriately antiseptic. Past a certain point, Newton 
might as well be a zoo creature in a cage even before the 
plot essentially makes him one. 

The Man Who Fell to Earth gains, of course, from 
its on-the-nose casting of Bowie in the lead. He isn't act- 
ing, quite; again by his own admission, he was stoned 
and behaving in character. His scenes with Candy Clark, 
who overacts and whose voice sounds too clangorously 
dubbed, feel emotionally lopsided: he's Brit cool, she's 
hot-blooded American Woman. (I should point out that 
the American men don't come off much better.) But as 
a sort of found object of alienated angst, Bowie is suit- 
ably iconic. The movie is so effective at building a mood 
of dislocation that it's almost a bummer when it has to 
punch its time card as a sci-fi film, with scenes of Dr. 

Bryce surreptitiously getting a photo of Newton to prove 
he's an alien and then asking him if he's the first visitor to 
Earth. Newton gives a rather too explicit answer to that 
question; it would have been better if he'd just flashed an 
enigmatic smirk. Like many another classic science-fiction 
film, Man Who Fell seems larger than its sci-fi trappings, 
seems to have more on its mind and under the hood.

Fall Revolutionary War Encampment 

In September 1778, during the Revolutionary 
War, about 4,000 British soldiers who were landed from 
36 transport ships attacked the four villages situated on 
the Acushnet River. During the raid, houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point 
in Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed 
by British troops. It took years for the local waterfront 
industries to recover from the raid. 

The Revolutionary War era will come to life again 
in Fairhaven during a two-day historical encampment 
scheduled for Saturday and Sunday, September 26 and 27 
at Fort Phoenix. 

During that weekend, members of the Fairhaven 
Village Militia and the Fairhaven Office of Tourism 
will live in an authentic period camp the same way it 
was done more than 230 years ago. Men, women and 
children dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 
1778 and talk about the history of the fort. They will also 
demonstrate campfire cooking, fire starting with flint and 
steel, musket ball casting, military drilling, loading and 
firing flintlock muskets and rifles, 18th-century dentistry 
and medicine, cannon firing and more.
